He ſold no Stock after the Declaration of the Twelve Tears Dividend, except $00 l. 
when it was fallen to 195, but lent of his own Money 60001. on 1100 l. Stock, the 
greateſt Part of which is loſt ; and daring the whole Tranſaction, he neither gave, nor 
took: any Premiums for the Refuſal of any Stock or Dividend.
